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PREFACE. 


Tjir period fixed by the Punjab Government Fur the 
compilation of the Gazetteer of the Province Ijuing limited to twelve 
months, the Editor has not been able to prepare any original 
matter for the present work ; and bis duties liavc been confined 
to throwing the nlready existing material into shape, supple¬ 
menting it, an fur tuf possible, by contributions obtained from 
district officers, passing the draft through the press, circulating 
it for revision, altering it in accordance with the corrections and 
suggestion* of revising officers, and printing and issuing the 
final edition. 

The material available in print for the Gazetteer of tins district 
consisted of the Settlement Rejxtrts, and a draft Gazetteer^ compiled 
W-tween 1870 and 1871 by Mr, ! . Cunningham, Barrister-lit-Law. 
Notes on certain points have been supplied by district officers ; 
while the report on the Census of l RSI has been utilised. Of 
the present volume, Section A of Cup, V (General Administration), 
has been for the most part supplied by the Deputy Commissioner ; 
Section A of Cap. Ill (Statistics of Population) bus been 
mainly taken from the Census He port ; while here and there, 
passages have been extracted from Mr. Cimninglwun's compilation 
already referred to. But, with these exception*, the great muss 
uf Lhe text luis been taken almost, if not ipiito verbally, from 
Mr. T. G. Walker's Settlement Report of the district. 

The draft edition of this Gazetteer ha* been revised by Col. 
Gordon, and Messrs. Walker and Wakefield, and by the Irrigation 
Department so fur as regards the canals of the district. Thu 
Deputy Commissioner is responsible for the spelling of vernacular 
names, which has been fixed throughout by him in nreonlnnce 
with tlio prescribed system of transliteration. The linnl edition, 
though completely compiled by the Editor, wag prepared for 
press, with the exception of Chapters V and Vi, by the inte 
Mr, Stack ; while the whole of it has been through the 

press by 31 r. Walker.

SECTION B—GEOLOGY, FAUNA AND FLORA- 

Qur knowledge of Indian geology is as yet ho general iu ita na¬ 
ture, uml ho little lias been done in the Punjab iu the way of detail 
geological investigation p that it is impossible in discu?H the local 
geology of separate tlktricU. UuU sketch of t lie geology of the 
province as a whole has been most kindly furnished by Mr. Modli- 
cult, Superintendent of die Goobgical Survey of India, and is pub* 
lialied in extento iii the Provincial Volume of the Gaaotteor 3 erics, 
and lb} ss a separate pamphlet. 

Thy only mineral product of the district is Jbmbtr, which b 
quarried iu many places, and b to ta found in Mifikdeitl quantity 
and at set convenient sites that there is no diftiouHv in ubtairung * 
gupply for all tin metalled roads Eiud for lime. Salt pot to m?ed to be 
moan in a few villages; but the manufacture Wbeengmu up. 

It is not to bo expected that in such a highly cultivated district 
there should be much man for tho jpontancqaB growth of trees or 
ihruhfL There are iu s>ome village oft ho Bet small plantations of 
kik&r, ife.^ resemd by ihe people- In the uplands even nt the Last 
Settlement, there was little natural growth iu the uncultivated 
lauds ; and Pinee then the cultivation has absorbed moat of thr- waste 
that was left.

The Raia had & number of forts at different places, end each 
Sikh chief eroded oiu> or two according to the mm of his possession#. 

This partition of tho country appears to have been recognised by tho 
various parties In it j and during the iiiitt forty years of the 18th cen¬ 
tury they do not seem ty have attempted nny encroach incut uu each 
other'* territories, but to have gone on very amicably. 

Tho condition of the country during tho latter mrt of the 18 th . „ 

century was .me of cooaldeisbtfl prosperity. The rule of the Rais is * r r 
still spoken of us being very mild ; and it. is said that they fix.-d flL ly 
one-fourth of the produce ns their due. The peasantry were probably 
very glAtl to b*vi> e]il l utrugglp, which had been going on far so Iqijl^ 
finally ended ; and. I he petty chirk appear to have done tlicir best to 
encourage the spread uf cultivation. They took a full revenue in 
kind, and exorcised a good deal of potty tyranny ; hut cue does hot 
hear much of exactions in the early yearn of thoir’rulo; and they had 
scarcely time to engage in petty .juarro Is amongst t bo ruse Ives Lie lore 
the arrival of fbnijil. Singh, The Dhtia villages mostly date their 
founding from U much earlier period ; hut tlu> Bet tract ut the time of 
its transfer to this side of tho river was mostlv waste ; and tt»<* greater 
part of the present srna!l villages owe their urirn to I he Kak ir 
nod Ghoiba Chiefs. One hears of few instances in which tho 
ttnry body were at t his time driven to desert their land by tfau onpmi- 
sieu of the rulers. Iu fiicttlio condition of the people was verv much

On May lfith Mr. Ricketts fiont his treasure to Phil lour fort 16 
wan placed under the charge of Ur. Tlnwttton, Assistant Coiiiunwiii- 
cr, whose labour in efwmacrtou with it was greatly increased by the 
necessity of having to go to and fro a distance of seven mi led across 
th" swollen river on sudden and constant rails for money. At the same 
time Mr, Ricketts concentrated hia police from the district at the 
station, adding by this movement 80. men to the force at lus, dis¬ 
posal for overawing the city. As a specimen of the vast amount ft 
miscellaneous work entailed upon district officers generally during 
the mutiny, an extract from Mr HickeLt* report may be given show¬ 
ing H'htit he was obliged to do in Ludhiana: -

Rub the event "Inch must call inln prominent notice the 
hod qualities of Ludhiana and the excellence of its uiluvra was 
I lie transit of the dullimdur mutineers on the Sth Juno, A short 
time previous to the arrival of the mutineers. Mr. Ricketts hud 
received infommrion that alt the armourers and furbishora of the 
city were plying q mc*t profitable tunic. This could bo fi,r 
no pood pbrjM*sc. lie resolved to dinarm the city on the first 
opportunity. One presented itself when Major * Coke s corps, 
• he 1st 1'itiijab Infantry, touched Ludhiana on its wav to 
Ihllu, At dawn on fhi: 20th .tunc, on the inhabitants issuing 
from Lluur Imnics, they found themselves confronted at every 
at tm-crossing. at every market-place, hv bands of fhenc ferocious 
warriors, and w u t back to thuir homes. Bodies of police under 
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European nlRoon* entered each Iiotiso and took lln-iinus concealed Chapter IL 
therein. Eleven cartload* of anus were thus discovered and sensed. 

The inhabitant had shown the animus which had prompted them 
iu accumulating these arms by joining the Jullundur mutineers 
their pnssttge through a ftiw days previous, by bu rnin g the church 
and the mission, by pillaging the mission-houses, by aiding the 
m■ iturners to mouut heavy onauance on the furt which the mutinous 
11 nl had delivered up, by supplying them with food and water, and 
by pointing outthe residence* of Government officers for plunder and 
destruction. This pi I [ago could nut bfc prevented by thu civil author¬ 
ities. Nows of the Jiillundur ninthly did not reach them till 
II hour? after it twkpUoe, when themiitineara wero already cross- 
tug the river, and had joined the 3rd Native Infantry at Philtour, 

Mr. Ricketts promptly wont out to encounter the mutineer?, search' 
cd for them ah day, and came upon them after night full- His 
auxiliaries lied; his solo supporters ■were n detachment of Captain, 

Rothney's corps, the 4lh giklts, under Lieutenant Williams, wliu 
was severely wotuded; be liurl to work a gun with hi* own hands 
until his ammunition run out, and then was obliged reluctantly 
to retreat. At JuiUmdur and LudbUna, on in «yy many other places, 
the rebels had outwitted themselves, Iu limit eager hurry to 
escape from Jullnndur, they took bUuk cartridge* and left the 
bolted cartridges 'behind. They arrived at Lodhiiua, and in tlm 
height of their triumph at occupying tho fort found, to their 
dismay, that it contained vast stores of guns and powder, hut no 
shot. * They had none with them, not even musket bails. To remain 
was useless. They evacuated Ludhidno and reached Delhi In safely, 
owing to tho weakness of the pursuit which was made by the 
military from Julhmdur. However Ludhiiun was saved. The 
gnmd trunk road remained in our power. None suffered even* 
tueilly from the riot except the rioters themselves and the city 
Which harboured them, Twenty*two of the plunderers were hanged 
the next (lav, and the city was fined Ha. 55,294, 

Of this measure Mr. Montgomery write*■- ‘'Thu proposal to 
levy this Hue em (mated from Mr. Ricketts hinuelf. It met my .cordial 
approval, and has been sanctioned by tho Chief Comrnissmner. i 
eoueidcr it one of tho most masterly strokes of policy of the wh^le 
Tun jab. The principle is well understood by the people, that when 
any member* of a community disgrace themselves by violent encroach* 
incuts on the rights of olharts the whole community to which they 
belong atones for their guilt by pecuniary compensation to the 
sufferers, and by a fine to Government for its outraged authority. 

In (his case it produced the most strikingly beneficial effects. It 
quieted not only Ludhiduu* but all the six market town* of the 
district. It inspired a salutary dread of Government, which wa» au 
manifestly inclined to hold its own and care for neither prince, 

I readout not mutineer. Compensation was made to all the sufferer* to 
tho fall ox tent of their losses, leaving a small balance witicji will 
nearly cover the loss to Government property."

The lihuiM^ht (DhaiblU} Fsnr is held m a piece of waste laud 
of Drfit a villngq close tu Ludhiana It Mb in ihe month of 
M'lgh (10th Sudi), or about January; and in in honour of a disciple 
of tlurn Niitiak, catted B&bw Therein £VmJ.M and also a tank ; 
end Hindu* go and make offering* of money, grain, kc, f which ure 
taken by the maumufs et guardian* [Khattri SikliF of Kudhfni, 
Patfalu territory). The people alrc* make eurda overnight and take 
Chum to the (air, where thoy cat or distribute them after presenta¬ 
tion to tho shrino ; and it is the duty of every one to scoop out 
several handfuls of earth, originally m doubt with a view of 
incne*Hing the ri/e of the tank. The fair lasts one day* nnd some 
30,000 people attend it 

The fhidlakhun Fair at Chhaplr, on tho southern border of tha 
flint riot, fa uhn an important one. It fa held in ihn mouth of Bfuidon 
(September) in honour of 11 Gftg.i^ (for nu account of whom sec 
Cunningham** Arch. Survey, Sul. XIV, pages TfLSfl); and there 
fa a targe shrine, or in his honour. The local account gener- 

ally given of Gftga it that he WSS a BUfikc, and changed im form to 
that of a man in order to many a princes Aflemwk he returned 
to hia original shape; bnl iti the meantime acquired a great king¬ 
dom and won renown* which hm come down to lim present time* 
The d/mdl is, or itinerant minstrels, make up stories about Cn\ga as 
they go; and it hi impossible to stay what ho was originally. The 
fair fa n Hindu uae, out Mubjminiaduia# also attend ; and tome 
fjQ ,000 people assembly. Offerings am made at the ftbriuc, which 
are takes by the resident Brahmins, and those amount to some 
ila_ 1)00 a year. As at tho BhrjlwtiM Fair, the people scoop out the 
earth, atid cattle m-e also brought to bo blessed os ill the [loshani Fair, 
The shrine is reputed to h&vo the power of curing; snake “bite, and it 
fa said that a person bitten will recover if put beside it. Perhaps 
tlifa reputation is duo to the traditions about Guga, in all of which 
there fa something about snakes. 

The only other fair worthy of mention fa that of Bure Shah, or 
belli at Jung pur (Jagmou tnhril) in September when 
the make h ripening. It fa a Muhumm&dan fair really, and Muham¬ 
madan fayirt collect from all parts, but tho Hindu Jut* nfaa ecu no hi 
great numbers. Altogether some 10,000 attend* The fair fa held 
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at night, and the peonlo tight bmps at t,Jre nhrind nml make small 
offerings, which are distributed amongst the faqltt. 

A great feature in the Jot village* of tin* uplands is the DhitrrifM&fo, 
an institutiim partly religious, portly charitable. in charge uf an 
ascetic nr S&J/i of the Uilin or of some other order. Thte in oji- 
dowed with a j>ranl of land, either out of tha village cominou, or 
fmin some private individual It is the duty of the S&tifi to apuml 
all that he gei-i from the land or by begging in feeding the poor, 
keeping the Ltitnjar or alms-house going, Where, as in roost 
the occupant u on Udiy, ho or ono of his disciples (drfa) also 
reads the Qranth nr Sikh scriptures, In the larger institutions of 
this sort the AnifA and hie chehit make up a roll ■■go, the former being 
called I ho tfura nr fat her of the ththr* mid the MnkiHi of I ho 
iiiMitution. The dir hi a collect. money mid soiiietiniefl act up in other 
villages similar institution.*, affiliated to the original one. In former 
tiuiee the reputation of these I Hi urn in :i las was very great, and Tew 
villages were without one; but their treatment in "our times has 
resulted in the dosing of most of the old ones. The gnuds of laud 
were of course intended for the support of (ho institution; and 
under Sikh rule if a Sdith misbehaved he was at Often tar nod oat. 
But at the Regular Settlement the incumbent was in every earn.- 
returned as owner of the laud, which was at tho same time 
exempted from revenue for tho period of Settlement The 
result of this has been that the M has in moot cases taken 
a wife, dosed the Dhsnmdlti to the public, and ho or his children 
aro now mere landed proprietors, with a very com for table bouse 
built at tho public expeuse- In some case? the Su'ti/i Iiilh m,L

S uites instances in which a lJbartisidln of great repute has 
Hi been ruined by n profligate Siiih. who retained tho land 
and bouse; and tho villagers liava actually Imd to create another 
endowment and build a new Dliannunla. There was a very 
famous alms-house at Jassew^l with endowments which ammiutcd 
to several hundred acres, meet of them unfortunately hold revenuc- 
frec in perpetuity; and Lhis hw now rail, a into the hands of a 
ivorihli character, and L? closed to the public, 

There are two or three famous Lmtamrt or ahus-hoii^'s well 
known throughout the country. That of jjsgri an lies 40 miles south 
of Ludhijoa and is administered by a resident family of lakhaiis 
(called Bilals), who hold iti jfghr two or three Tillages in our 
temtory and more in Patiala ami tin: other States, besides owning 
a Inf^e area of land. Numbers of travellers arc fed daily from the 
public kitchen, which is open to all comers; and about 1,000 
mannds of grain are distributed to tho public annually. The 
iU’rnh, or building, is a very extensive «no. The family has 
always been in the habit of ulurrying, and the son succeeds as 
manager. The present Bhai, Narain .Singh, ii a gentleman of note 
and an Honorary Magistrate in ljia ow u large villsga of ftigriiu

Hindus and Sikhs, except Kukas. are greatly ruled by Brahmini*

“These remarks apply to the owners of the land. The condition 
of the lei Wilts is Tor several reason* ranch superior. Bent is geuurolly 
paid in kind, so that the distinction between tenaftte-atrwill and 
occupancy tenants is not marked, Of late yeans owing In' the tnlhtx 
of grain principally, there bus been njrntnt demand fiar labour in mol 
about tho town of Ludhidtia ; ami man ru*vf been drawn away largely 
from cultivation.

The houses testify by their 
outward appearance to the prosparity of the people- Brass dishes 
are always to be fbtuid Eu them, and there is generally u store of 
grain and some money hoarded. The women nil wear alter jewelry.

The owners in that tract are mostly indebted, many whole villages 
being muitgngciJ.

in the preceding p&geabcou described separately, but every proprietor 
fans to distribute hb time and labour over the various crops, which 
are of every description, growing In his lands. Thus in Saniftila 
uplands a proprietary holding consists of about si x acre?* of laud, 
of which (roughly) will be unirrigated, and irrigated. Of 
tho former again half will be under fodder for the cattle and ball 
under the cwtnmon food grains; while of the irrigated Landless 
than on q acre will be under cane and cotton, and the rest under 
maize and wheat. But it is not possible for a single man to work

The 
first effect of drought in to reduce tho touditio*! uf the cattle, slid 
to render them very liable to tho ordinary ailments if they do not 
actually die of overwork and starvation. There was a considerable 
lo** iu this way in 1861 and 1808 . but not in any othor year since thu 
Regular Settlement. Besides being sadly overworked and often in- 
sufficiently fed. the rattle in tho eastern villages are very badly housed. 

They are taken heme inside the village, iwd penned up in house* a 
few feet square, while their mast ore we enjoying the fresh air on the 
roof of the house. In the western warts they have much better 
bccj inmudnthjii, and get plenty of fresh nir. 

Sirek and 4mr<* we terms used to denote any form of Dbret?i preralra* 
epidemic, disease ; also marri Only two true epidemic diseases 
amongst cattle can bo identified, of which tho firat appears to be either 
anthrax fever or malignant sorethrtmt. It is called yui yofu, and 
is very deadly in its effects, and also most infectious, at tun king 
buffaloes and bullocks alike. The affected beast gives up its fowl, 
and a swelling ferns iti the throat. This appears to buret internally, 
and the majority of animals affected die the day after the uppeamuco 
of the firat symptoms. No attempt ia made at a cure; but it ia said 
that, if purging acts in the secud day, the animal will recover, uoltra 
it dies of exhaustion in ton or fifteen days. The disease ht always 
present somewhere iu the district, and when a village bo com os infect¬ 
ed, it will lose fifty to a hundred cattle in a fb»v day* Recoveries are 
rare. No attempt ia ever made to prevent the spread of the disease 
by isolation, burying carcases, *fcc. It is Saul to bo carried from 
one village to another by carricm-eating birds, storks in particular. 

Foot and mouth disease is called vtoniAar or merkkw falao 
r #ra and cAuplo), and is common. It is never very deadly; 
but the catlb affected ore useless for a long time. It appears to bo 
very infectious, and crops up here and there almost every year. The 
firat object to which attention should be directed is obviously the 
prevention of tho spread of these epidemics from village to village 
and inside of villages ; and it will, ot course, bo very difficult to induce 
the people to do anything for themselves in the matter. 

Of the ordinary ailments, <*/» appear* to be epilepsy, or 0rfi ^Su 
paralysis, the beast a fleeted generally (all lug down nut! dyiug in a 
short time. J'iUj and futltu are the effect of cold, and attack 
buffaloes only, the symptom being difficulty of respiration. JMA 
is purging in any disease. Rinderpest docs not appear to bo 
amongst t£o diseases which attack the rattle of the district Cattle 
are often lost by overfeeding with mtthi or Other green fodder 
after having had poor food for some months. When thorn ia a break 
in the rain* ami the rAtirri is stunted (called r«*Au), cattle gottiug 
into tho field and grazing Ml down and die. This ia called patfut 
twj ptjfa, and ia apparently choking.

A portion of this district, tw well as of the districts of 
Foregone end Sifsa, abuts on a tract of country extendin';

as the Juntfal horse, the breed being descended bom Arab 
Stallions kept at Bkulitidft by the Muhammadan Enipcrom. ratoila 
still keeps stallion* there wit of inferior quality. The mures of 
the Jagraon tahril, which nhuta ou this tract, are of a very tine 
breed i nud iu 1877 the Punjab Government gave at first two 
and eventually four home stallions and three donkey stallions, of which 
one horses and one clonk art? k^pt u£ the Jagfii&tt taksi!, and 
thereat ftt the Sadr. Of the four horse etoUfcna two are imported 
English and two are Stud bred* from Arab stock ; of the three donkey 
HtallioMs one is of French, otto Persian and «uo Arab breed, Thom 
iire 1G0 branded marcs for the horse a Mil lions, and.134 for rmile- 
breodlug. There U a Snhitri sriltodiir who bus guided 78 cdh; SI 
colts descended from this stock h»vn lv-en purchased by dealcra, The 
system has been at work five years, and bids premiaoto boeomo a great 
succor. There are no home lairs hold in the district, and n proposition 
is under consideration for establishing a horto and cattle fair at 
T.urlId*na_ The owners of stock are slowing a tendency to comply 
with the instructions of tho Horse- breeding Su peri nte ink-tit ae 
regards the rearing of colts; and, as above noted, the custom of 
gelding the colls is making most satisfactory progress 

Camels are kept by the people of moat of lira Jangul tillages, 
and bv thij.-e of a good umtiv others scattered over the district 
where'it has become the custom to do »«. It i» very common 
for an enterprising zomindir to pnreho*c two or three ruiu>‘U with 
any saving-: that he has, and to fiturt in the currying trade.

Sheep mol goals are relumed ns sixty to seventy thousand in 
number. They arc kept in every village, the goats for thoir milk 
:111,.j iho sheep for their wool. They belong to no special class of 
tin* community, and require no aepamto mention here, Donkeys 
and mules are used by Kumhira or brick-makers, There are 
verv few pigs. Fowls are not to be found, except iu Muhammadan 
villages, and there they belong to low caste people, pen orally 
Chutuwa. There ate ducks oml geese in many village? along the 
Builhu, and ft large number are reared in tbo old C'Wm or 
former military hix.ir. These Bud their way to Kmauli inn I Simla,, 
mid there is rather a busy trade iu them.
